SUBURBS GROWING SWIFTLY 


Distribution of Workers Over 
Larger Area Tends Towards 
Better Conditions. 


Special to the l’ost-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—How the electric 
street ruilways are operating as -distribu- 
tors of popllation, relieving the conge sted 
conditions in the great’ cities, is discussed 
in a publicaton of the census bureau. 

The electric railways have wrought a 
revolution in the cities of America and 
Europe. Twenty years have lapsed since 
the first clectric railway was built, and 
this firct was largely an experiment. It is 
now the undishuted monarch of street | 
railway svstems, and has begun to reach 
out Jnto the rural districts in a way, that 
is causing the steam railways uneasiness. 

From 1890 to 1892, under the electrical 
impuise, the single track mileage for 
street railways increased from 8123 to 
23,577. The mileage of electric lines in- 
creased during this period from 1262 Ww 
21,%7. 

Between 1°90 and-1902 the cost of street 
railway conetruction and repair increased 
from $389,000,000 to $2,150,000,000, or almust 
457 per cent; operating expenditures from 
$€2,(00,000 to- $143,000,000, or 130 per cent; the 
num>cr of fare passengers carried in- 
creased from 2,000,000,000 to 4,775,000,000, or 
136 per cent. 


Trolleys’ Earnings Grow. 

In 192 18 per cent of passengers were 
carried on transfers. Seven times as 
many fare passengers were carried on 
Street railways in that year us there were 
fare passengers on steam railways. The 
great tn systems of the United States 
in 198 earued [393,000,000 from passenger 
traffic, while the trolleys earned $234,000,000. 


An interesting feature of the census bul- 
letins lias to du with the effect of the trol- 
lev on the distribution of population. The 
possibilities in this drection are practically 
without limit. 

From 195 to 1902 the population of the 
 mpeoley lr we Borough of Greater New York 
ncreased from 1,441 000 to 1,853,000. Of this 
increase 251.500. or more than one-half, took 
place north of Kighty-sixth street, the 20p- 
uiation of this section having doubled in a 
decade. at a distance of more than seven 
miles from the southern extremity of the 
city. 

In Bronx Borough the population in- 
creased from 89,000 to 200,000, mainly a‘ong 
Street railway lines. In Brooklyn and 
Queens Borouchs the increase of popula- 
ticn -was more than 50 per cent, mainly in 
the outlying districts.

JUDGE NORTONI'S DECISION. 

In the Meagher case, appealed from Barry County, Judge 
Nortoni decided that the+proprietor of a shop where liquors are 
sold could enter his place of business on Sunday and could 
treat several acquaintances as a mere courtesy, without violat- 
ing the Sunday closing law. The act of courtesy which does 
not come within the scope of the law prohibiting the selling or 
giving away of liquor is clearly defined. It must be a mere 
courtesy drink to friends who are not in the shop for the pur- 
pose of obtaining liquor. The doors of the shop must be locked. 

There is perhaps a possibility of an attempt to abuse the 
right of entrance and courtesy accorded proprietors of saloons 
under this decision, but the opportunity is slight when the law 
is enforced by honest and intelligent officers. The decision, 
however, is based upon common sense and common right and 
strengthens rather than weakens the Jaw in the minds of in- 
telligent Americans. It does away with the arbitrary rulings 
against which the Post-Dispatch warned Excise Commissioner 
Mulvihill, as unwise and tending to make the law obnoxious. 

The provisions and purpose of the Sunday closing law go 
far on the road of interference with personal liberty. Its en- 
forcement should never be marred by arbitrary and’ unneces- 
sary rulings which savor of persecution.

Dyamos and Motors. 
STARTED out to tell you the other 
| night, brother, how the electrie cur- 
rent gets into the wires, but you 
were getting so sleepy that I put it off. I 
want you to try to understand this, for 
few people know how it is. 

“First of all, let me see if you remem- 
bér what is the first cause of the power 
or energy that produces the current?’ 

“It is the big steam engine, which turns 
the armature in the dynamo, papa, is it 
not? But why should turning the arma- 
ture make an electric current, and how 
does it get into the wires that run along 
the street?’ 

‘That is just what we want to find out. 
You know I told you that all round the 
ends or poles of the big magnets in the 
dynamo there are lines of force. It is as 
if you could send out from your finger- 
‘ends the power or force that you-use to 


rf 
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lift a weight or throw a ball. If you could 
make that power go into and along a wire 
it would be something like the electric cur- 
rent. 

“Now, the wires in the armature cut 
through these invisible lines of force that 
surround the poles. This cutting through 
the lines sets up a@ current in each coll of 
wire in the armature. At the end of fle 
armature you will see a number of brass 
strips, set side by side in a circle. Each 
coil of wire ends in one of these brass 
strips. All the brass strips together make 
up what is called the commutator. And 
two strips of copper connected with the 
wires that go out to the street press 
agagnet these brass strips of the commu- 
tator and collect the electricity from them, 
uniting it Into a single ourrent, which is 
forced to go along the wires.” 

“And then it goes to the motor under 
the car, does it not, papa? It goes along 
the trolley wire. But whet fe a motor?’ 

“A motor is very much like a dynamo. 
It has its big magnets, its armature and 
its commutator. But in the motor the 
power sent out from the dymamo in the 
powerhouse is used. The current turns the 
armature of the motor, which is connected 


wheels, and thus makes them turn.”

GUADALAJARA, Mexico, May 4.—Stand- 
ing on the altar steps in his full vest-

The priest is supposed to have become 
mentally unbalanced as a result of close 
application to his theological studies.

house to house among his parishioners, 
telling them to be at church at a certain 
hour. At the ut aga time he appeared 
before them in his full vestments, and aft- 
er announcing his intention, and stating 
that he would call down the curse of heaven 
on anyone who attempted to save him, h 
struck a match and applied it to his oll- 
soaked clothing. 

In an instant he was a mass of flames 
and as the congregation sat as though 
transfixed, he fell to the floor and was 
burned to a crisp without a hand being 
raised to save him. 


LOAN TO GAMBLER 
PAID AFTER DEATA 


Soldier Gets From War Depart- 
ment Estate Left by Com- 
rade in Philippines. 


It paid Henry Daube, formerly a soldier 
in the Philippines, to lend money to a com- 
rade who wanted to play poker. The 
friend lost the money, but Daube did not. 
He got his money back with nearly 300 
per cent, 

Several weeks ago the Post-Dispatch 
printed an item saying the War Depart- 
ment wanted to locate Daube to pay over 
a sum of money which had been left to 
him Dauibe, who was working as a fore- 
man at Armour’s loading dock in East St. 
Louis at $14 per week, communicated with 
the department.

Then he was informed the comrade had 
died in the Philippines and left to Daube, 
if he could be found, his entire property, 
which yielded $428. Daube gut the money, 
and a week ago quit his $14 a week job.

and it is supposed he is doing so, though 
he has not been heard from since he quit 
Armour’s.
